PRINCETON, N. J., June 25.—Simple 
and free from display, as was the life of 
Grover Cleveland, so will be his funeral. 
The last honors will be paid to the dead 
atatesman who twice was President of the 
United States late to-morrow afternoon. 

The funeral arrangements were com- 
‘pleted this evening. Aside from President 
Roosevelt, and possibly Vice President 
Fairbanks, Gov. Fort of New Jersey, Gov. 
Hughes of New York, and Gov. Hoke 
Smith of Georgia, tnere will be no official 
mourners. Mayor McClellan of New York 
City will attend the funeral, and several 


qmen who were members of his two Cabi- 
Mets will accompany the body of their 
@eparted chieftain to the final resting 
place, but they will attend as friends of 

r. Cleveland rather than by virtue of 

ving been officially associated with 
him. 

Aside from these the little company of 
gnourners who will assemble at the Cleve- 
land residence to-morrow afternoon will 
all be relatives or friends of the family. 
Of Mr. Cleveland’s immediate family only 
Mrs. Cleveland and two of the children, 
Bsther, the oldest girl, and Richard, the 
oldest boy, will be present. The two chil- 
dren arrived here on the 8:27 P. M. train 
‘this evening with Mrs. John H. Finley, 
wife of President Finley of the City Col- 
lege, who accompanied them from the 
Cleveland Summer home at Tamworth, 
N. H. Marion, the youngest daughter, 
and Francis Grover, the five-year-old son, 
were left behind there in charge of Mrs. 
Cleveland's mother, Mrs. Perrine, and a 

nurse, 
Relatives to Attend. 


Aside from the family the only relatives 
of the dead statesman who are expected 
at the funeral are Miss Rose Cleveland, 
his sister, who did the honors for Mr. 
Cleveland at the Executive Mansion in 
‘Albany, and at the White House before 
his marriage, and Cleveland F. Bacon, a 
New York lawyer and nephew of the 
dead statesman. 

* Gov, Fort sent word to Mrs. Cleveland 
to-day through Adjutant General Gilky- 
son of New Jersey cffering her a Nation- 
al Guard escort to convey the body of 
her distinguished husband to the grave 
with military honors. Mrs. Cleveland re- 
plied that any such pomp would have 
been distasteful to her husband, and ex- 
pressed the desire that there be no mili- 
‘tary display whatever. This wish would 
undoubtedly have been complied with by 
‘the friends of the family who have charge 
of the funeral arrangements had it not 
been for the fact that President Roose- 
velt and the several Governors had an- 
nounced their intention of attending. 
Profs. McClenahan and West of Prince- 
ton University and Richard Watson Gil- 
der, after a conference this morning, de- 
cided that for the protection of the offi- 
cial mourners and to assist the local po- 
lice force ‘in maintaining order a small 
“ contingent of National Guardsman should 
be asked for. The arrangements so far 
made show that extreme simplicity will 
be the predominating feature of the 
funeral. 

The funeral services will be held at 5 
P. M. in the large library on the ground 
floor of the Cleveland home, where the 
dead statesman while in health spent a 
large part of his days in work and study. 
Seating arrangements have been made 
for about 300, but the actual number of 
mourners will fall far below that figure, 
according to those having the arrange- 
ments in charge, 

No Eulogy for the Dead. 


There will be no eulogy, no sermon, no 
singing. Only the simple Presbyterian 
service will be read, and then the body 
will be conveyed to the d&metery. ’ The 
names of the officiating clergymen and 
the pall bearers were announced to-day. 
The former include the Rev. Dr. William 
R. Richards of the Brick Presbyterian 
Church of New York, the Rev. Dr. Henry 
Van Dyke of the Princeton Theological 
Seminary, the Rev. Sylvester W. Beach 
of the First Presbyterian Church here, 
and the Rev. Maillard Bartlett of the 
West Farms Presbyterian Church. They 
will read alternately parts of the funeral 
service. 

The Rev. Dr. Van Dyke was one of the 
warmest friends Mr. Cleveland had. Rev. 
Dr. Beach is pastor of the church Mrs. 
Cleveland attends here; the Rev. Mr. 
Bartlett was formerly Mr. Cleveland's 
pastor. ; ‘ 

The pall bearers, according to Prof. 
Howard McClenahan, who has been in 
charge of the funeral arrangements, were 
all selected for the friendly ties that ex- 
isted between them and Mr. Cleveland. 
They are to be Mayor George B. McClel- 
lan of New York, Commodore E. C. Bene- 
dict, Richard/ Watson Gilder, President 
John H. Finley of the City College, Prof. 
Paul Van Dyke of Princeton, Prof. An- 
drew F. West, Dean of the Princeton 
Faculty; Prof. John Grier Hibben, Paul 
Morton, Prof. Howard McClenahan of 
Princeten, Junius S. Morgan, and Bayard 
Stockton of Princeton. 

The body of Mr. Cleveland, which has 
been resting in the room on the second 
floor, where he died, was plaged in the 
coffin this afternoon. The coffin is very 
plain, It is of quartered oak. with mas- 
sive ailver handles and a name plate of 
silver, The plate bears this inscription: 

“Grover Cleveland, March 18, 18387— 
. June 24, 1908.” ‘ 

It has no record of the honors that 
came to Mr. Cleveland during hif long 
life. It was announced at the Willard 
house to-night that the body would not 
Me in state and that it would not be re- 
samoved from the second floor bedroom 
where he died until just prior to the 
funeral services.

Mayor McClellan Asks Ministers to 
Honor Cleveland’s Memory. 


Mayor McClellan issued a request late 
yesterday to the ministers of city churches 
asking that the church bells be tolled to- 
day during the time devoted to the Cleve- 
land funeral services in Princeton, The 
Mayor’s statement said: 


The funeral of Grover Cleveland will take 
place to-morrow (Friday) afternoon, ‘The 
services will jast from 5 unti! 5:30 o’clock. 

Mayor McClellan requests the ministers of 
all churches in the City of New York to give 
necessary instructions to have the bells of 
their churches tolled during that ‘alf hour. 


The plan was proposed to the Mayor by 
several of the friends of the late Presi- 
dent, who recalled that the church bells 
were tolled during the time of the services 
over President McKinley. The suggestion 
was made go late, however, that the 
Mayor was unable to get his request to 
the ministers except through the news- 
papers. 


ROOSEVELT TO SUCCEED HIM? 


Delay Probable in Choosing Mr. Cleve- 
land’s Insurance Successor. 


There will probably be considerable de- 
lay before a successor to Mr. Cleveland 
is chosen, either as Chairman of the 
Trustees of the majority stock of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society or as 
Chairman of the Executive Committee of 
the Association of Life Insurance Presi- 
dents. Hx-Assemblyman Cox, who was a 
member of the Armstrong Insurance In- 
vestigating Committee, is Secretary of the 
latter organization, and has been the act- 
ive man in representing it before legis- 
lative bodies since its organization. 

The President of the association is Paul 
Morton, head of the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance Society and the Executive Commit- 
teemen number among them the Presi- 
dents of other insurance companies, 80 
that the work of the organization will not 
be seriously interfered with by Mr. Cleve- 
land's death. There was an unverified 
rumor yesterday that the Chairmanship 
would be offered to President Roosevelt. 

The colleagues of the ex-President as 
Trustee of the majority stock of the 
Equitable, which Thomas F. Ryan bought 
from James Hazen Hyde in 1905, are 
Morgan J. O’Brien, formerly presiding 
Justice of the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court, and George Westing- 
house. The Trustees are not actively en- 
gaged except when an election of Di- 
rectors is coming on, so that immediate 
action is not necessary there, 


WOULDN’T HONOR CLEVELAND, 


Connecticut Prohibitionists Killed Res- 
olution of Tribute to Him.

HARTFORD, Conn., June 25.—The fea- 
tures of the Prohibition Party’s State 
Convention held in South Manchester 
yesterday were the defeat of resolutions 
offered as a tribute to ex-President Grover 
Cleveland and an attempt made to dis 
credit Secretary Taft, Republican nominee 
for President. 

A resolution relating to the death 
ex-President Cleveland was offered by the 
Rev. W. F. Davis of Manchester, in 
which he wished to show regret for the 
death of Mr. Cleveland as a man and aa 
a statesman. The word “statesman” 
seemed to be the word on which the con- 
vention disagreed, the delegates believing 
that no man could be a statesman who 
did not antagonize the liquor traffic. O. 
W. Stewart of Chicago, a member of the 
National Committee of the Prohibition 
Party, said that the Prohibition Party 
had always maintaingd that Mr. Cleve- 
land was a friend of the liquor traffic, 
both in the Governor’s chair in New York 
and while President, 

He favored sending a telegram to the 
family. This did not please Mr, Davis, 
who withdrew his resolution. 


BRYAN BAN ON JOHNSON? 


Nebraskan Is Reported to Have Said 
He Wouldn't Have Governor on Ticket

LINCOLN, Neb., June 25.—A statement 
reached Lincoln from Atchison, Kan., to- 
night that William J. Bryan,a few days 
ago said to Bailie P. Waggener, General 
Attorney for the Missourt Pacific Rail- 
road in the West: “I won't have Gov. 
Johnson on the ticket with me. If they 
nominate him for Vice President they 
will have to find some one else to head 
the ticket besides me." 

This statement is said to be vouched for 
by William Waggener, son and law part- 
ner of the man to whom it was made, 

W. J. Bryan, when asked about the 
story that he would not accept Johnson 
as a running mate, said: 

“I am not discussing the Vice Presi- 
dential situation, If I have anything to 
say I will say it to the public.”

The successful performer was G. H. Cur- 
tiss, in his June Bug Aerodrome No. 38. 
Under his guidance the June Bug flew 
1,140 yards, considerably more than three- 
fifths of a mile, in just sixty seconds, 
All that stopped the flight was the lim- 
ited area of the practice grounds, bound- 
ed by trees and a fence, which would have 
interfered with the progress of the ma- 
chine, traveling, as it was, at a height of 
from three to twenty-three feet above the 
ground,

Material factors in the success of this 
flight of the June Bug were the working 
of the marvelously effidient eight-cylinder 
Curtiss air-cooled motos, which has never 
given the slightest difficulty, and the 
aptitude shown by Mr. Curtiss, 

Earlier in the day Mr, Curtiss made 
a flight in the June Bug of 725 
yards in 4] seconds, maintaining a speed 
of 36.2 miles an hour for the distance. 
The machine listed sharply to port shortly 
after getting in the air, but was righted 
immediately by means of the tip controls, 
and kept on an even keel until the end of 
the flight. 

The surfaces had been revarnished and 
made completely air tight since the last 
trial. This so increased the efficiency of 
the apparatus that the motor 
too much power even with the spark fully 
retarded. Mr. Curtiss finally had to move 
his weight forward to aid the front con- 
trol and keep the machine from climbing. 

Nevertheless it reached a maximum 
height of forty feet. Owing to this diffi- 
culty Mr. Curtiss decided to discontinue 
his flight. No damage wag sustained. 


AIRSHIPS TO CARRY MAILS, 


Says Alexander Graham Bell—Now 12 
Successful Flying Machines.

TORONTO, Ontario, June 25.~—Dr. Alex- 
ander Graham Bell thinks the age of 
flying machines is here, and in the near 
future the air will be filled with bird- 
like vehicles for business purposes as 
well as for sport. 

“The flying machine {# actuayfly with 
us,” he said to-day, “‘and all that re- 
mains is the problem of improving and 
learning to operate it.” He added that 
there wero now twelve successful flying 
machines in existence, two of which were 
of American inanufacture. 

“These are of so promising a character 
that I have no doubt we will be able to 
duplicate any feat that has been done 
in the old country.” 

Dr. Bell referred to the fact that the 
French Army was now equipped with 
three dirigible balloons, and said that 
future wars between nations would see 
fleets of airships in action, 

“T predict,” he said, “that:these air- 
ships will soon be used for pleasure, and 
véry likely for carrying mails. We oan 
at present get a speed of forty miles 
an hour, and there is no reason why we 


should not get sixty. One thing we can 
be sure of—we have gone far enough to 
show that the age of the flying machine 
is here now.” . 


ARRESTS IN BALLOON CASE. 


Two Vermonters Accused of Shooting 
at Mr. Glidden’s Big Craft. 


BRATTLEBORO, Vt., June 25.—Charged

The balloon Boston was hit by a bullet 
on Friday. According to Mr. Glidden two 
bullets were fired, apparently from a 
white barn. The time of the shots and the 
exact location of the balloon were noted 
by the aeronauts. One bullet grased the 
balloon, leaving a scar. Ths second 
passed completely through it, and the 
balloonists had to descend,

When the 
race-track authorities stopped the sending 
out of information over the wires, the 
special police employed by the Jockey 
Club learned in a few minutes that the 
poolrooms still were being supplied, and 
detectives were set at work to find the 
leak. 

For three races, full information. of 
scratches, jockeys, and the betting went 
to the poolrooms, and then the race-track 
detectives reported to the city police that 
the source of the prohibited information 
had been found. Inspectors Flood and 
O’Brien, with a-squad of detectives, hur- 
ried in automobiles to a house in Twenty- 
eighth Street, Sheepshead Bay, just back 
of the race track, and raided the place, 

Ih“a’rear room, a gable window of 
which overlooked the race track, two 
men were arrested and an elaborate 
equipment of telephones and a powerful 
telescope, mounted at the window to 
sweep the entire grounds, were seized. 
The telescope, Inspectof Flood sald, was 
of such strength that a pin on the ground 
in front of the grand stand could be 
plainly seen through it. 

When taken to the station house the 
prisoners gave these names and ad- 
dresses: Walter A. Davis, 430 West 122d 
Street, and Robert Hopkins, 14 Macdou- 
gal Street. 

The house in which the men had @ 
room is owned by Samuel Edwards, who 
rents out rooms. He said that the men 
rented his attic about three weeks ago.

DOUBLE BLOW FOR FATHER. 


Child Killed, He Hides Death frem His 
Sick Wife to Prevent Her Death, Too. 


Patrick McDermott hurried home to his 
apartment at 2,487 Second Avenue from 
his work last evening a little earlier than 
usual, for his wife was sick and he knew 
that he must help his fifteen-year-old 
daughter Anna prepare the supper. He 
turned into 126th Street, walking rapidly, 
but stopped when he saw an ambulance 
drawn up to the curb outside of the tene- 
ment at 206 East 126th Street, 

A sudden fright seized the father and 
he pushed his way through the throng 
of children, and through the long hallway 
saw the white-coated ambulance surgeon 
in the back yard. MeDermott ran 
through the hall and looked at the limp 
figure over which the surgeon was 
kneeling. 

It was his daughter Anna, who had 
fallen from the fire escape “of Mrs. Edley 
Craig’s flat on the fifth floor, where the 
little girl had been visiting Mrs. Craig's 
children. The sight of his dead daughter 
crazed the father and two policemen had 
all they could do to hold him. Dr. Ben- 
nett of Harlem Hospital administered to 
the father, who was suffering from the 
effects of heat as well as grief, It was 
some time before. the man became calm 
enough to talk intelligently. Then he 
told the physician of the sick wife at 
home, and declared that to break to her 


the news of Anna’s death would kill her. 
Dr. Bennett said he would take the child's 
body to the police station instead of tak- 
ing it home, and he did so. 

McDermott, tryi to conceal all signs 
of his grief, went home to tell his wife 
that Anna had gone to spend the night 
with fMends. He declare 
night that he did not know what he coquid 
tell his wife this morning when the child 
failed to appear.

Park late yesterday afternoon. The auto- 
mobile had turned into the park from 
West Fourth Street and was on its way 
up Fifth Avenue when the lad tried to 
cross in front of it.

Edward Hurley, the footman, sprang off 
the car and picked the youngster up in 
his arms. The boy was groaning and 
crying. Mrs, Yerkes threw open the door 
of the tonneau, and, reaching her arms 
out to the lad, said to her footman: 

“ Give him to me and then drive to St. 
Vincent's Hospital.”’ 

She took the boy in her arms and com- 
forted him on the way to the hospital 
with promises of baseballs and bats and 
all sorts of other things if he would only 
be brave and try not to cry. The other 
women helped Mrs. Yerkes. At the hos- 
pital Mrs, Yerkes carried the lad in to 
Dr. Daniels and waited until the physi- 
cian found that no bones were broken. 
He decided, however, that the boy had 
been hurt internally and that he was in 
a serious condition. Mrs. Yerkes heard 
this diagnosis and asked the physician tu 
do everything in his power for the boy. 

As Mrs. Yerkes and her party were 
about to leave the hospital, Policeman 
Fuhse of the Mercer Street Station, who 
had witnessed the accident and had fol- 
lowed the car, arrested Mrs. Yerkes’s 
chauffeur, Edward M. Roshing, on oe 
charge of assault. Fuhse climbed in the 
car and Roshing drove to the police sta- 
tion. 

There Mrs. Yerkes asked Lieut. Noble 
to send a policeman with Roshing in the 
automobile in order that the chauffeur 
might drive her to her home before being 
arrested. Lieut, Noble declared, how- 
ever, that he could not grant her request, 
and although Mrs, Yerkes pleaded for the 
special privilege she was compelled final- 
ly to send to a nearby garage and employ 
another chauffeur to drive her car home. 

Réshing was atriigned in the Night 
Court later. Mrs. Yerkes was not pres- 
ent. Magistrate Moss listened to the 
complaint of Policeman Muller, and then 
paroled Roshing on his own racogniaance.

Machine Turned a Somersault and Two 
of Its Five Occupants Badly Hurt. 


J. Albright, wife of a report- 
er, was sitting on the rear veranda of 
her home, 2,168 East Nineteenth Street, 
Sheepshead Bay, which faces on Ocean 
Avenue, yesterday afternoon, when she 
saw coming down Ocean Avenue a big 
automobile in which were four men and 
a woman. It was on the trolley tracks, 
and behind it the motorman of an ap- 
proaching Ocean Avenue trolley car was 
clanging his bell to clear the track.

he trolley car stopped and several pas- 
sengers went to the aid of the autoists. 
Horrified by the sight, Mrs. Albright tele- 
phoned for ambulances from the Kings 
County and Reception Hospitals, thep ran 
to the overturned auto, and helped the 
men raise the car off the victims and 
had them carrted into her home. When 
they regained consciousness, Mrs, Albright 
said, they,sald they were Dr. and Mrs. J.

DYING, WOULDN’T SEE DOCTOR 


“ I've Lived and Will Die in Christian 
Science,” Said Aged Mrs. Higgins. 


Mrs, Cecilia L. Higgins, widow of Rob- 
ert L. Higgins, a sea Captain, died at 7:80 
o’clock yesterday morning at her home, 11 
South Portland Avenue, Brooklyn, after 
an illness of five days, during which she 
resolutely declined to have a physician, 
but pinned her hope on the efforts of Miss 
Jessie Wood of 114 South Portland Ave- 
nue, a Christian Science healer and reader. 
Mrs. Higgins was 80 years old and for 
many years nad been a Christian Sclen- 
tist, attending the Scientist Church, in 
Lafayette Avenue, Brooklyn. 

Miss Wood treated the aged woman until 
Wednesday night and then, fearing she 
Was about to die, advised her to call ina 
physician.

HELD BOY BETWEEN TRACKS.

NEW LONDON, June 25.—Harvard’s 
cup of glory fairly overflowed to-night, 
while Yale's gloom was denser than has 
ever been seen at the close of the great 
Harvard-Yale ‘Varsity eight-oared race. 
Yale prestige never suffered so crushing 
a blow in its history of intercollegiate 
athletics as it did to-day, when the 
highly vaunted Yale crew went so com- 
pletely to pieces after rowing two and 
seven-elghths miles that D. T. Griswold, 

| the stroke, and the one man from whom 
all the other members took their cue, col- 
lapsed so completely that the shell had to 
stop, and, assisted by the men in the 
Yale launch, the almost unconscious oars- 
man was lifted from the boat. Then, 
with seven men rowing, and one of these, 
W. K. Rice, at No. 8, in a palpably weak 
condition, Yale simply rowed over the 


course, but finishing more than three and 
a half minutes behind the superbly per- 
fect Harvard crew. 

Harvard practically had the race wop _ 
‘from the start, rowing throughout the 
four miles in magnificent style, with a 
grace in their swing and a power in their 
blades that aroused unbounded enthusi- 
asm from hoary veterans to whom inter- 
cullegiate rowing is an old story. 

What Yale had upon which to boost itz 
"Varsity crew as the favorite, beyond 
traditional athletic prowess, it was 
impossible to find any one to state 
after the spectacle furnished by the 
New Haven eight. Hven Harvard's paean 


of victory was robbed of its final shout of. ™ 


triumph by her easy victory, amount . 
virtually to a walkover, for Yale onl 
aroused enthusiasm for the first mile, 
when Harvard led by half a length, 


Yale in Trouble at the Start. 


Yale’s chapter of accidents began atthe « 
start. After the usual delays, with Yale ‘ 
coming to the stakeboat last, Referee 
Meikleham got the crews off at 6:02, On 
the seventeenth stroke of the blue oars 
the Yale boat stopped, Coxswain Case held 
up his hands, and the referee began vio- 
lently waving his arms up and down, sig- 
naling the Harvard men to stop rowing. 

“No. 7 (and that was Capt. C, HL Ide) 
has broken a shoe latch’’ was the shout 
that went up from the long observation 
train. 

Something had gone awry, surely, but te 
the disgust of the crowd it was learned 
afterward that the trouble was due to. 
nothing more serious than the snapping 
of one of Ide’s shoe latches. It was sen- - 
sational enough, however, to put the 5,000 
or more occupants of the two observation 
trains, one on each side of the river, on 
the edge of intense nervousness, . 

“* Never saw the like of it before at the 
start of a "Varsity race,” said an. old- 
timer. ‘‘ Does it portend bad things for 
Yale?”’ 

Taft Expectant of Victory. . 


And so it proved, despite the fact that 
the oarsmen knew that their honored 
alumnus, “ Big Bill” Taft was looking 
down upon them from Car No. 7 of the 
New York and New Haven observation 
train. With two big blue badges, one 
pinned: on eitner side of his black coat, 
Mrs. Taft similarly adorned, sitting on 
one side of him, while ‘‘ Charlie” Taft, 
fairly resplendent in blue and carrying an 
enormous blue megaphone, was on the 
other side, the Taft trio flanked by the 
members of the class of °78, were not only 
preparéd but fully expectant of victory. 
-Well, Referee Meikleham’s arm exer- 
tions failed to stop Harvaih and finally 
the referee fired his gun. Then the lead- 
ers stopped. Back came the boats and 
ten minutes later they were off again. 


Brilliant Scene on the Thames, 


The picture of the straining racers as 
they started on their course was one of 
{ntense interest and striking brilllancy. 
At either hand the green hills of the 
Thames stretched away, dotted with old~ — 





fashioned Néw. land farmhouses; the 
river banks 

e and wi crowded observation 
eat skirting .the banks and keeping 
abreast of the flying boats. The great 
steel drawbridge spanning the Thames 
marked the start of the race, with the 
finish at Red Top, four miles up stream. 

Just above the bridge were massed the 
main flotilla of pleasure craft, with myr- 
jads of trim white hulled steam yachts, 
auxiliaries, eens. and schooners, the very 
pick of the Atlantic pleasure fleet, their 
jisging bright with signal flags from stem 

stern, their spick and span decks alive 
with yachtsmen, university men, and 

retty girls in bright Summer costume, 
Feathers. fans, and gay parasols. Further 
up the course for full four miles stretched 
‘long lines of steam and sailing craft of 
every conceivable description—big ocean- 
going revenue cutters, torpedo boats, pe, 
Jatial yachts, auto boats, and sharp beaked 
Herreshoff racers. 

Through this maze of craft the racers 
threaded their way with a clear, open 
course 200 feet wide, marked every half 
mile with red and blue_standards—blue 
for Yale and red for Harvard. Every 
eye was riveted on the swaying forms in 
the boats, their bodies moving rhythmical- 
ly, their bronzed backs bare to the waists, 
with the great muscles standing out as 
they bent to the terrific strain of 26, then 
30, and then 34 strokes to the minute, 
eutting the frail craft through the water 

with a knife. Above the shouts from 
the onlookers could be heard the shrill 
voices of the coxswains, megaphones to 
mouth, stimulating their men an marking 
time with ‘‘one, two, three, four. 

Yale had splashed at the start and the 
Harvard men had been quick to take 
this advantage, pushing their boat slight- 
ly ahead. There they hung, nip and 
tuck, Harvard stamina against Yale 
pluck, through the roaring avenues of 
nerve-racking, screeching thousands. 
Half a mile from the start both crews 
wére almost side by side, with Harvard 
only a few feet to the fore; one mile, 
Harvard still ahead, with Yale holding 
on doggedly: two miles, Yale spurtin 
and lessening the gap; two and a hal 
miles, Harvard still in the lead, with 
open water between the boats and Yale 
fighting on like grim death. 


Yale Fails in Final Stretch. 


Now came the é@ecisive moment, with 
the final stretch almost in sight, and the 
breathless throngs straining to see if 
Harvard would keep up the clip or would 
weaken at the close. Steadily on they 
came, when suddenly a commotion was 
observed in the Yale boat, as Griswold, 
the stroke, hung forward over his oar 
and ceased to row. For nearly a minute 


—it seemed ten—the Yale stroke sat movo- 
tionless, bent far forward, as if lifeless, 
Then he was seen to straighten up and 
bend to his oar again, and a great shout 
went up from the Yale cohorts as their 
crew was seen to pick up the stroke and 
rally for another effort. But they were 
now six boat lengths behind, hopelessly 
beaten. Another twenty strokes and Gris- 
wold was seen to collapse again, and then 
the whole crew, disheartened at the fall 
of their leader, quit their work and sat 
dejected at their oars. 

Yale was out; it was no longer @ race 
and Harvard swung ahead alone, still 
keeping. up the race clip and crossing the 
finishing line with a regular ‘‘ swish 
swash,’ to the very end. As Harvar 
gped across the line ‘‘ boom, boom,’’ and 
**toot, toot,’’ went up in deafening chorus 
from the myriad craft, while from bank 
to bank rolled a chorus of Harvard yells, 
and from every truck and mainmast broke 
out the triumphant crimson and a be- 
weildering maze of kaleidoscopic color. 


Taft Gazed at Orippled Boat, 


In the forewater stood out the big Pres- 
idential yacht with the Roosevelt chil- 
dren on the bridge waving lustily. Far 
away could be seen Secretary Taft’s car, 
the big Secretary standing bareheaded, 
gazing back toward the crippled Yale 
boat, while ‘‘Rah, Rah Harvard,’’ came 


from the groups of college men as the 
Secretary sped by. Griswold had been 
helped from the Yale boat, and lagging 
far behind the Harvard men the seven 
remaining oarsmen of the Yale crew at 
last made their appearance at the finish 
—a half mile behind Harvard—receiving a 
generous ovation for their pluck under 
such disheartening conditions. 

Now came the welcome to the victors, 
and the wild scene of tumult’ us demon- 
stration, as the men of Harvard cele- 
brated their triumph. It was twilight 
as the great din moved shoreward, from 
the river banks, turning from the fleet 
sparkling with electric lights to the streets 
of this old shipping town. Soon the col- 
lege men began to move to their home 
fields, the outgoing trains taking crowds 
to New Haven and Cambridge, Secretary 
Taft being among those leaving early for 
New Haven. A little later the Sylph, 
with the Presidential family aboard, 
moved out toward the Sound and headed 
for Oyster Bay, the other yachts and

Yale-Harvard boat race of 1908 was a 
memory.

The following year he tried for the 'Var- 
sity eight, but failed, not because he did 
}not have skill, but because he did not 
; have the physical strength. A year ago 
he again tried for the ‘Varsity and again 
failed for the same reason, but was put 
into the 'Varsity four-oared with a good 
many misgivings as to his strength. In 
the ‘Varsity four-oared boat he rowed 4 
successful and a winning race. Even 
| then, however, there was doubt ag to his 
physical ability to row a four-mile race. 
Yale was short of material for stroke this 
year, and during the long try-out for the 
| Varsity eight Griswold’s strength stood 
up so well that every one began to think 
that he was qualified sg for the 
position. He practically had no com- 
petitors in point of skill as a stroke. 


Tradition in Yale’s Favor. 


Under such peculiar conditions and 
with history and tradition at Yale all in 
‘his favor, it is not surprising that Gris- 
wold was finally selected for stroke. He 
is 23 years of age, 6 feet 1 inch in height, 
but only weighs 158 pounds. He is con 
stitutionally nervous and liable to worry 
about his condition. He stood the hard 
work which a the Yale crew 
since coming to the Thames remarkably 
| well. But many of those who saw him at 
} the Yale quarters the last few days re- 
marked upon the fact that he looked as 
‘though he was trained down to the last 
ounce. 

With this type of a man at the most 
responsible position of stroke, the mishap 
which Yale suffered in getting a bad start 
almost settled the race. On the very first 
stroke Capt. Ide, in his effort to get in 
all of his power, broke the lace in the 
shoe which held his right foot in position 
in the shell. This meant that on his re- 
cover he would have to get back into 
position with the strength of one leg. Ide 
raised his hand as a signal, and so did 
Coxswain Cass, to Referee Meikleham. 
indicating that there was something 
wrong in the Yale boat. According to the 
rule in these races it is discretionary with 
the referee to call the crews back for a 
new start as a result of any mishap. 
Meikleham saw what had happened and 
tried to blow the whistle of the referee's 
boat, the Arrow, but the whistle broke 
and the two crews ‘kept rowing for an 
eighth of a mile before he finally at- 
tracted Harvard’s attention and called 
both eights back for another start. Dur- 
ing all this time Yale was practically 
rowing with only seven men, as Capt. Ide 
was constantly raising- his hand and try- 
ing to attract the attention of Referee 
Meikleham. 

After this incident Yale men who knew 
the make-up of their crew saw .the 
Blue’s chances materially lessen. The 
nervous strain of such an accident was 
sure to affect a man like Griswold, while 
i the Harvard crew it only gave confi- 

ence. 


Harvard Fight Away First. 


The two crews lost no time in getting 
back to their stakeboats, and at 6:12 
o'clock the referee's pistol] again cracked 
out the signal for the start. The Harvard 
eight got away on the first start in beau- 


tiful form, and they repeated this on the 
second start. The Yale crew got away 
without any mishap, but for the first few 
| strokes they did not show that perfect 
form and rhythm which had characterized 
their rowing all season. The Crimson, 
however, plainly had the best of the 
start. Harvard got away at forty strokes 
to the minute, Yale at thirty-eight. The 
tide was running up stream with _ the 
crews, and there was enough wind blow- 
ing down the stream and against the 
crews to ripple the surface of the Thames, 
The conditions were fair, but not fast 
for an a race. 
Over the first half mile Harvard gradu- 
ally increased the advantage which she 
ot at the very start and redched the 
alf-mile flag just one second ahead of 
Yale, her time being 2:38, Yale’s 2:39. At 
this point each crew was rowing at thirty- 
four strokes to the minute. This is above 
Yale’s normal gait, and it was clear to 
those who knew the ability of Capt. Ide’s 
crew that the Elis were being desperately 
driven in order to keep up with the Crim- 
son. Those who were down on the river 
could hear the hoarse voice of Coxswain 
Cass driving Griswold and the seven men 
back of him at every stroke. Over the 
second half mile this fight continued until 
Yale had to drop her stroke down to thir- 
ty-two and then to thirty-one, just be- 
fore the mile flag, where happened the 
first accident of the race in the Yale 
boat. Stroke Griswold caught a crab, 
and for an instant the Yale shell rocked 
like a catboat in a sea, Griswold quick- 
¥ got his stride again, but by this time 
ale’s stroke was down to thirty-one. 
Harvard was still rowing at thirty-four to 
the minute, and at the mile flag had a 
lead over Yale of two seconds. Har- 
ros time for the mile was 5:37, Yale’s 


Strain Begins to Tell, 


The fact that despite this accident of 
Griswold’s Yale had only lost a single 
second in the second half mile showed 
plainly with what terrific power the 
Blue’s eight was fighting. The strain 
began to tell, however, and Griswold 
dropped his stroke to thirty to the min- 
ute just befcre the mile and a half flag. 
Harvard at the same time eased up to 
thirty-two strokes to the minute. ris- 
wold seemed to get his wind again, and as 
the crews passed the mile and a half mark 
Yale was again rowing at thirty-two, 
while Harvard kad put her stroke back 
to thirty-four. The Elis at their lower 
stroke had not becn able to hold Har- 
|} vard rowing two strokes higher. This 
{has been the traditional test in these 
|} races, nameiy, whether Yale rowing two 
| strokes less to the minute, can hold Har- 
|; vard over the first two miles. Over this 
half mle Harvard had just doubled her 
lead and was now four seconds ahead of 
| Yale, her time being 9:12; Yale’s, 9:16. 
| The struggle over the next half mile, 
| Which is that just below the Navy Yard, 
where the current is strongest, was 
| beautiful to watch. Yale had to drop her 


. stroke ba¢k to 80 to the minute, while 


| Harvard went down to 82. At this pace 
| Yale was just able to hold her own. The 
| time at the two-mile point was: Harvard 
| 11:33, Yale 11:37. Off the Navy Yard 
| Griswold once more put his stroke back 
!to 32. but he had no sooner done this 
than Sargeant jumped his up to 34. This 
effort on the part of Griswold resulted in 
a loss, and at the two-mile-and-a-half flag 
Harvard had increased her lead by six 
weconds and was now ten seconds ahead 
of Yale. The Crimson’s time was 14:35, 
Yale’s 14:45. 
Griswold Begins to Weaken. 


Over these two and a half miles Cox- 
;}swain Cass did let up on Griswold and 
the rest of the men in the boat. The 
Elis knew they were behind, and Cass 
was following instructions to drive them 
until they filled up the gap between their 
boat and the Cambridge shell. The race 


was only a little more than half over and 
Griswold was now pale as death. Cass 
let go a handful of water into Griswold’s 
| face, and then another, but it failed to 
; revive him; his head began to roll from 
one shoulder to the other, and there was 
now no longer any doubt about Har- 
vard's victory. Away back at the mile 
and a half flag Hunt, Yale’s No. 4, had 
also caught a crab and had gone down in 
the boat for an instant. Peyton at No. 2 
was also showing signs of exhaustion. 
But Griswold had rowed out his last 
ounce of power. Just above the Navy 
Yard his oar slipped from his hands, 
which were now numb with exhaustion, 
and the Yale shell had to be driven with 
only seven oars. The Crimson was now 
fairly leaping omy from their beaten 
rivals. Cass heaved buckets of water upon 
Griswold, and at the three-mile flag he 
grabbed his oar and tried once more to 
get into stroke with the rest of the men 
in the boat. He was only able to pull 
three or four strokes before his oar again 
; Slipped from his hands, and this time 
| nis body fell over against his outrigger 
and it looked as though he would fall 
out of the shell. So critical was his posi- 
tion that Capt. Ide stopped rowing and 
| tried to lift Griswold into the shell. Gris- 
wold’s oar was dragging and turning the 
boat so that the coxswain could not keep 
it in the course, and Ide called to Cass to 
pull Griswold’s oar in-board. Cass was 
|unable to do this, and Capt Ide ordered 
his men to cease rowing just as the Yale 
launch came alongside of the shell. Gris- 
wold’s oar was taken out and Griswold 
was lifted into the Yale launch. 
Yale’s plucky Captain once more called 
to his crew to row out the race, Har- 
| yard was now half a mile ahead, but 
|Capt. Ide and the other six men in the 
boat rowed on over the rest of the course. 


WHAT THE COACHES THINK. 


Kennedy Offers No Excuses—Wray 
Expected the Result. 


NEW LONDON, Conn., June 25.—The 
first question that was asked was, 
“What happened to Yale?"" The news 
) of Griswold's collapse was eagerly sought 


and spread like wildfire. At the Yale 
quarters it was found that he had simply 
suffered a complete hervous collapse. 
He was quickly revived, but his grief 
was pateatic to behold. Capt. Ide stood 
loyally by him, as did every man at the 
Yale quarters, but their words of conso- 
lation only cut him to the quick. 

Inside the dressing room the first thing 
that happened was the election of a 
Captain for 1909. The Elis selected H. A. 
Hye, 1909, of Orange, N. J. The ‘new 
‘ 


, 
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Captain is 20 years of age, 6 feet 1 inch 
in height, and weighs 186 pounds. This 
was the second year that he has rowed 
in the Dee 4 eight. Three years ago 
he rowed in his Freshman class crew. 
He is one of the most powerful oarsmen 
that Yale has had in recent years. He 
rows at No. 6. 

At the Yale quarters there was but one 
sentiment expressed, and this was that 
Yale has no excuses whatsoever to offer. 
Capt. Ide said: ‘' Harvard defeated us 
and they are entitled to the victory. My 
boys did all they could; they did nobly. 
I have no more to say.” 

John Kennedy, Yale’s professional 
coach, said: * 

I have no excuses to offer. Griswold’s 
collapse was due to his high nervous tension. 
He was not in poor physical condition. The 
boys refused to quit and get into the Yale 
launch. They insisted on finishing out the 
race. Such a crew needs no excuses, 

At the Harvard quarters enthusiasm 
Was rampant. Conservative Harvard 
oarsmen had declared that they must win 
this race or never again expect to win. 
Capt. Richardson said: 

I am too happy to talk much. While, of 
course, we were sorry that Yale was unable 
to let us beat her in a rowing finish, we 
are confident that the result would have 
been the same under other circumstances. 
We had the best crew and we won. 

Co&ch Wray said: 

I felt all the time that my crew was the 
better one, and the boys showed it by the 
way in which they rowed and won the race. 
They siraply rowed Yale out of the race. 
Something was sald in the newspapers 4 
day or two ago about Yale going in to beat 
us out at the very start by a hard, fast 
pace. This is about what happened, but we 
smothered them at their own game. 
Harvard elected as her Captain_ for

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SYRACUSE BOAT IN CRASH. 


Varsity Eight Runs Against Skiff, 
Badly Damaging Shell. 


Special to The New York Times. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 25.— 
Syracuse experienced another setback to- 
day, when her ’Varsity shell had six feet 
snapped off the bow by a collision with 
an anchored skiff in which a small boy 
was fishing. Coming as it does on the 
eve of the Intercollegiate Regatta, this 
accident will prove a discouraging handil- 
cap to Syracuse. Although the boat will, 
in all probability, be ready by the time 
of the race, it will not be in shape in time 
to allow the Syracusans their regular 
practice, and the consequent uncertainty 
is apt to have a bad effect on a set of 
men as highly strung as a college crew 
two days before the big race of the year. 

The accident mars Syracuse’s chances 


of victory in the ’Varsity eight event. At 
present the up-State men are favorites, 
but the loss of practice this will necessi- 
tate, as the Syracusans have no other 
shell, and the disquieting effect it will 
have, are likely to undermine their claims 
to the position of favorite. Syracuse has 
had more ill-luck than any other crew on 
the Hudson, and this comes as the crown- 
ing misfortune. ‘ 

Light practice was the rule to-day, Wis- 
consin working harder than any of the 
others. Cornell and Pennsylvania wens 
out only in the afternoon. The Syracuse 
'Varsity took a walk in the afternoch 
in lieu of rowing, and their freshmen 
went out on the river alone. Rice took 
his crew8 up the river at noon for an 
easy jog and brought them down over 
the course in the afternoon,

ADMIRAL ATTACKS UNIONS. 


American Shipbuilding Held Back by 
Their Rules, Says Melville. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 25.—‘' Because 
the labor unions won't let a skilled work- 
man teach his trade to his own son, is 
the reason the United States lost the $50,- 
000,000 contract for ships for the Bra- 
zilian Navy,”’ said Rear Admiral George 
W. Melville to-day. 

“We have the best steel and fron fn 
the world right here. We have the tim- 
ber which England must import, but be- 
cause the labor unions have put their re- 
striction on the number of apprentices, 
skilled labor has become so scarce in the 
United’ States that it costs 40 per cent. 
more to build a ship in America than it 
| does in Great Britain or Germany. 

“One apprentice-to every four skilled 
workmen is what the labor unions are 
pleased to allow in the shipbuilding trades. 
|In some trades they do not allow any 
apprentices unless the latter pay large 
sums to the trade unions. Is it surprising 


that the ranks of American workmen 
have become depleted? 

“No bagel travesty on American free- 
dom exists than this robbing of the young 
American of his birthright to work at the 
trade he chooses. Nothing to my mind 
is so un-American as to deprive a boy of 

|his right to learn a trade, or a man of 
his right to teach it. Nothing is so dan- 
gerous to our manufacturing supremacy, 

“To this pernicious practice of lmit- 
ing and restricting apprenticeship I at- 
tribute the loss of this great contract. 
The labor unions want to raise wages by 
reducing the number of workmen. They 
have succeeded, but Samuel Gompers and 

| his allies have constructed a boomerang 
| which has come back and hit labor at a 
very inopportune time. During this pe- 
| rio of financial depression a $50,000, 
contract would have been a great boon 
to the American mechanics. 

‘The common idea that the American is 
@ more efficient workman than the Eng- 
lishman or German is no longer true. 
The Englishman, not being as independent 
| as the American workman, is willing to 
work under a ‘ gaffer,’ so called because 
his business is to a or spur the men on 
; to work, There is one gaffer to every 

; ten or fifteen men. We have the same 

thing in this country in the case of un- 
skilled labor, but our skilled workmen re. 
sent such supervision. The result is the 
increased cost of labor. Germany is the 
country that most strictly enforces ap- 
prentice laws. And soon this will show 
results in Germany having the most skill, 
ful mechanics of the world, 

“TI see a future for this country similar 
to that of Spain and Italy. There the 
|} trade guilds in the towns became so 
strong and domineering that the nobility 
could not invest its capital. Soon the 
labor unions will keep th¢ capitalist from 
investing in railroad, mine, or manufac- 
tory. At the bottom of it all is the re- 

striction of the number of apprentices. 

‘What should the United States do to 
make sure of the next ship contract from 
Chile, or Peru, or Argentine? Every 
State should pass a law prohibiting the 
restrictions by trade unions of the num- 
ber of apprentices and the United States 
Government should admit all skilled 
workmen. Then we will become the ship- 
building country of the world, because 
we have the steel, the timber, the men 

of brawn, and the men of brains.”

Obliged to Protect Themselves 
from a Surging Mob in Little 
Station at New London. 


SEES RACE WITH '78 BOYS| 


Candidate Cheered by Yale and Har- 
vard Contingents—“ My Luck to Al- 
ways See Yale Lose,” He Says.

NEW HAVEN, June 25.—Secretary Taft 
was one of the most interested spectators 
at the Yale-Harvard boat race at New 
London this afternoon, and wds appar- 
ently much disappointed at the ignomin- 
fous defeat of the Blue. He was a 
“game” loser, however, and as he was 


leaving the observation train to change | 


for the train back to New Haven he| 
turned to Bob Wrenn, the Harvard ten- 
nis champion, whom he has known for 
several years, and said: 

‘Well, in any sport if Yale can’t win I 
would rather see Harvard at the front 
than anybody else.” 

Then he added, with a chuckle: 

‘It is about time we let up on you a bit, 
anyway.” 

Mr. Taft was the centre of interest at 
the race, and was cheered to the echo by; 

| the thousands who had gathered at New 
| London for the event, on both his arrival | 
|and departure. When he left the observa- 
tion train at the station after the race 
an enormous crowd pressed about him, 
and on account of the lack of foresight on 
the part of the management of the trip, 
he and Mrs. Taft were subjected to a 
great deal of annoyance before they could | 
escape the crowd and get to their special | 
train. | 


Crowd Presses in Waiting Room. 


A. B. Fifield of this town, a member of 
Mr. Taft's class, 1878, who had charge of 
the trip. had failed to provide any place 
for the Secretary and his wife to stay in 
the interval between their arrival back 
at the New London Station from the river 
and the departure of the special. and they 
were obliged to sit in the common walit- 


ing room while hundreds of curious men 
and women pressed around them. 

The local police force, represented by 
three men, was entirely unable to cope 
with the situation, and Mr. Taft and his 
wife were obliged to protect themselves 
as best they could from the pushing and 
shoving of the crowd that filled the stuf- 
fy, little waiting room for nearly half an 

our. 


Rode with Members of ’78, 


The special train on which the Secre- 
tary, his wife, and Charlie went up to 
New London, left here at 2 o'clock. The 
two cars had been reserved for the mem- 
bers of ’78 and their wives and children. 
Mr. Taft wore the same black suit and 
tie and white vest that he has had on 
every day since his arrival here. Mrs. 
Taft was dressed in a white pique suit 
with hat of Yale blue straw trimmed with 
white roses. Charlie had a big Yale ban- 


ner wound around his soft fell hat and 
carried in his hand a bunch of blue toy 
balloons. 

Just before the train pulled into the 
town George Palmer, a wealthy New 
London manufacturer and a member of 
‘78, rose and invited everybody to come 
out to his piace on the outskirts of the 
town before taking the observation train 
for the races. The invitation was ac- 
cepted by nearly half of the party, who 
made the trip in waiting automobiles 
and carriages. 

Arrived at the house, Mr. Taft gave 
his entire attention to Mr. Palmer's little 
6-year-old daughter and insisted that she 
kiss him, which she did Ma! graciously, 
but with the manner of bestowing a 
great favor, which highly pleased him. 

An interesting fact concerning Mr. 
Taft's private life was revealed when 
Mr. Palmer offered him a cigar later in 
the smoking room of the house. 

“No,” he replied, ‘‘ that is one habit 
that I never contracted.” : 

Charlie put in his time having a great 
deal of fun lighting cigars and cigarettes 
for the members of the party with a “ sun 
glass "’ which he had discovered. 

After light refreshments the pay 2 
turned to the station, Mr. Taft ing 
cheered constantly by the people in the 
streets. As he was getting out of the 
automobile a baker rushed up to him and, 
seizing his hand, said: . 

‘TIT have shaken hands with five Presi- 
dents and I want to shake hands with you, 
You will be elected, for I will be your 
mascot,”’ 

On the platform a trainhand also shook 
hands with him, saying that he had: seen 
him many times when he was Governor 
of the Philippines. Mr. Taft was much 
interested in this, and chatted for several 
moments with the grimy citizen who 
wee formerly in the constabulary in Ma- 
nila. 


Cheered by Yale and Havard Allies. 


The seats of the party were in Car 7 of 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
observation train, which goes up the 
east bank of the Thames. As Mr. Taft 
walked down the platform past the other 
cars he was cheered by both the Yale 
and Harvard contingents, and had his hat 
off in acknowledgment all the time. On 
the way to the course the party sang 
“Bingo” and “Everybody Takes His 
Hat Off to Taft,’’ which bids fair to be- 
come a permanent Yale song, 

When the Yale crew quit just Inside the 
three-mile flag, Mrs. Taft did not seem to 
know what was happening and, turning 
to Judge Howland, said, ‘* We'll come to 
the front later all right.”” But Mr. Taft 
knew that the race was over. He settled 
back in his seat and made no comment, 
however. Later when asked what he 
thought of the race, he said:

Militia to Protect President. 


A large crowd is expected, despite the 
fact that the funeral is private, and elab- 
orate arrangements have been made by 
the local authorities to handle it and to 
protect the President and the other offi- 
cial guests. 

In response to a request from Mayor 
Robinson of Princeton Goy. Fort has or- 
dered out the Monmouth: mounted troop 
from Red Bank, Company L of Princeton, 
and three National Guard companies from 
Trenton, The ‘Trenton police also will 
send a detachment of twenty men to as- 
sist, the local force. 

The route to be covered by the funeral 
cortége on its way from the Cleveland 
home to the cemetery is about three-quar- 
ters of a mile in length. It will be lined 
with National Guardsmen. Some of the 
streets in the vicinity of the cemetery will 
be roped off to keep the crowd at a dis- 
tance: Through Prof. McClenahan Mrs. 
Cleveland to-day gave out a statement to 
emphasize the fact that militia had been 
called upon purely for the protection of 
the President and the handling of the 
crowds and not to act as an escort ot 
honor. 

“Gov. Fort offered a military funeral 
through Adjt. Gen. Gilkyson,”’ said Prof. 
McClenahan. ‘‘ Mrs. Cleveland declined 
to accept the offer because of her great 
desire to keep the services entirely free 
from military pomp or any display of 
officialdom. However, because of the 
presence of President Roosevelt and the

‘airbanks it was deemed necessary to 
call upon the, State militia to aid the 
police.’ 

A number of floral pleces arrived at the 
Cleveland home this afternoon, but the 
names of those who sent these tributes 
were not given out. All the invitations to 
the funeral have been sent out, but as 
all the replies are not in, Prof. McClena- 
han said the names would not be an- 
nounced until to-morrow. 

Only those invited to the funeral and 
few reporters will be permitted to enter 
the cemetery, which will be guarded by 
mounted troops and members of the Nu- 
tional Guard of New Jersey. The simple 
Presbyterian service will be said at the 
grave, 

Mrs. Cleveland, according to her friends, 
is showing remarkable fortitude under 
her bereavement. Fears were felt that 
the meeting with her children when they 
returned here Lage ony would prove too 
much for her, but she bore up well. The 
meeting between mother and children oo- 
curred in Mrs. Cleveland’s room, on the 
second floor. The two children went 
there immediately upon their arrival from 
the railroad station, where Profs. West 
and McClenahan met them. Mrs. Finley, 
who accompanied the children on their 
journey, took them up to their mother’s 
room and left them there alone with her. 
It was a little while later when Rich- 
ard, the ten-year-old boy, came down 
stairs drying his eyes. One of the women 
in the little company at the Cleveland 
house asked the lad if he had had a nice 
railroad journey.

$19,873,380 in preferred stock. The bal- 
ance of the preferred stock, $57,000,000, 
was given in return for bonds.

A monument commemorating the dis- 
tinguished career and the great public 
services of GROVER CLEVELAND should 
be erected in the City of New York. 
He was Governor of this State. =A 
went from the Governor’s chair to the | 
Presidency. He practiced law in this | 
city, and for some years was a resident | 
here. Some time after. his retirement | 
from office at the close of his second | 
term, he became identified with large | 
business interests in the City of New| 
York. It would be considered appro- 
priate, we think, that the Chamber of 
Commerce, of which Mr. CLEVELAND 
was a member, and which numbers in 
its membership so many of the chief | 
men of the city; should undertake the | 
raising of a fund for the erection here 
of a worthy memorial. ’ 

Upon the reassembling of Congress, 
we presume that provision will be 
made for a monument at Washington 
as the Natiop’s tribute to the memory 
of one of the greatest of its Presidents. 


LEADERS AND FOLLOWERS. 

In his remarks upon President CLEVH- 
LAND’s career NICHOLAS MuRRAY ButT- 
LER remarked. his defiance of public 
opinion in securing the repeal of the 
Sherman Silver Purchase bill, and com- 
pared it with President GRantT’s veto 
of the inflation measure twenty years 
before. Such acts, President BUTLER 
remarked, raise men above party lead- 
ership: 


The real leader does not follow the 
crowd, but by his insistence upon 
sound principles he compels the crowd 
to follow him, This Mr. CLEVELAND 


did. 

This comes like a dash of cold water 
upon the cheers at Chicago, and the 
conclusion of many that they prove 
popularity, and that popularity proves 
right. There is authority for this 
wrong view. A recent state paper in- 
forms us: ~ 


They are blind who fail to realize 
the extreme bitterness caused among 
large bodies of worthy citizens by the 
use that has been repeatedly made of 
the power of injunction in labor dis- 
putes. * * * In a question which is 
‘emphatically one of public policy, the 
policy which the public demands is 
sure in the end to be adopted; and a 
persistent refusal to grant to a large 
portion of our people what is right 
is only too apt in the end to result in 
causing such irritation that when the 
right is obtained it is obtained in the 
course of a movement so ill-consid- 
ered and violent as to be accompa- 
nied by much that is wrong. 


These contrasting positions denote op- 
posing views of democracy. One is 
that the majority rules, and that if it 
can be discovered what the majority 
demands it should be enacted. This is 
false democracy. Men in the mass 
often have passions but not always 
thoughts, arid they adopt their leaders’ 
errors easily. Judgment is the act of 
an individual brain, although decision 
as to public policy is necessarily set- 
tled by general agreement. The op- 
pesing view of democracy is that a ma- 
jority of the people is not the people, 
and that the majority has no right to 
exploit the minority because they out- 
mumber the smaller party. According 
to this view, a vote is taken to learn 
what all think. Laws settle no prin- 
ciple, and should not be enacted until 
the public mind is made up. When- 
ever laws are enacted.prematurely the 
law falls into disrepute. There is no 


difficulty in enforcing laws against | 


murder, but laws against trusts and 
many of their practices are dead letters 
so long as they forbid the practice of 
the mercantile community. 

Facts and principles control in the 
end, although adjectives may ‘tempo- 
rarily becloud the issue. Opposing 
armies pray to the same Gop to ad- 
judge the right, but one is ‘wrong. 
Presidents RoosEVELT and GomPERS 
both claimed the right in the injunc- 
tion matter. But the Chicago cheers 
Were still echoing when the weightiest 
body of dissenting public opinion which 
ever expressed itself to any convention 
on any legal topic threw its judgment 
.gainst that of Mr. RoosEeVELT and Mr. 
MomPERS and prevailed. It.was while 


. wise action of -the convention was 


fresh in recollection that Yale Univer- 
sity honored a Senator who had aban- 
doned public life, and quoted with ap- 
proval the memorial which the conven- 
tion had adopted. It is well that the 
Republican Party recoiled from an im- 
pending error, just as some §tates have 
remedied by popular votes errors com- 
mitted by their Legislatures, and which 
are still pressed as National policies. 
These considerations are timely, for 
another convention is pending, and the 
country cannot go wrong upon issues 
on which both parties are right. This fg 
a good time to emphasize GROVER 
CLEVELAND’s Jast message to his party, 
expressed in a letter to The World: 

More than ever just at this time the 
Democratic Party should display hon- 
est and sincere conservatism, a regard 
for constitutional limitations, and a 
determination not to be swept from 
our moorings by temperary clamor or 
spectacular exploitation. 

Our péople need rest and peace and 
reassurance; and it will be quite in 
line with true Democracy and success- 
ful policy to impress upon our fellow- 
countrymen the fact that Democracy 
still stands for those things. 


NEW “DEGREES ” NEEDED. 

The universities have firmly estab- 
lished the custom of formally recogniz- 
tng the ctvic worth, publio spirit, or 
military ability of prominent men, In 
a Republic where there are no titles, 
and few honors conferred by the State, 
the custom is good and should prevail. 
The Harvard and Yale lists of honorary 
degrees this year are discreetly chosen. 
WILLIAM VAUGHN Moopy, for instance, 
has been called the foremost living Amer- 
ican poet, and there is reason for confer~ 
ring upon him the degree of Doctor of 
Literature. The honors bestoweg upon 
Dr. Lusx, Dr. MunGmrR, Sefior NaBuco, 
and most of the others in the Yale list 
have a direct relation to their lifework. 
All the Harvard honorary degrees are 
equally appropriate. 

Mr. J. P. MorGan has a larger claim 
to the degree of Doctor of Laws given 
to him at Yale than many others who 
have been thus honored in the past. 
He is a man of liberal education, but 
nobody will ever write LL. D. after his 
name or call him “ Doctor.” His de- 
gree is therefore an empty honor, which 
is a pity. Yale desired to honor him, 
as Oxford and Cambridge, in England, 
desired last year to bestow honors upon 
eminent Americans, and the pity is that 
the universities have nothing more ap- 
propriate to bestow than the mere sym- 
bols of academic degrees. Though Mr. 
MorGAN has many of the qualifications 
of a Doctor of Laws, his Yale degree 
leaves him where he was, with three 
letters he will never use ahd a hood he 
will never wear. How much better it 
would be if the university had the 
power to bestow on eminent citizens 
titles of some meaning. 

Master of Enterprise, Promoter of In- 
dustry, Constructive Financier, would 
be degrees indicating public services 
the university would be qualified to rec- 
ognize. We might have C. B. for Civic 
Benefactor, and if the degree of M. E. 
8S. (Most Exalted Servant) were adopt- 
ed no American university would be in 
doubt where to bestow it. 


“THE SOUTH OF TO-MORROW.” 

We have received a copy of an ad- 
dress with the above title delivered be- 
fore the Educational Church Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South by the Rev. James W. Le&zx, 
D. D., of Atlanta. It is an impressive 
array of facts and arguments. On the 
one hand Dr. Ler shows the great ma- 
terial progress made by the South in 
the past thirty years and the enormous 
resources available for still more amaz- 
ing progress in the near future. He 
points to the South with but 24,000,000 
of people producing 40 per cent. of the 
total exports of a nation nearly four 
times as great in population and hand- 
ling seven-elghths of its’ exports in 
Southern ports. He points to a coal 
area 50 per cent. larger than that of 
Great Britain, Germany, France, and 
Russia combined. He predicts for the 
South in a quarter of a century a popu- 
lation of nearly 50,000,000, a wealth of 
ninety billions, and a foreign commerce 
of two billions. 

On the other hand Dr. Lee portrays 
the poverty of the South in the matter 
of education. “Here are enough fig- 
ures on one side of our problem,” he 
says, “‘to make our heads dizzy. Look 
now at the other side, where wé are 
actually so poor that our bones ‘almost 
may be seen, breaking through the skin 
of our body.” He points out that in the 
last fifteen years over $500,000,000 has 
been given in the United States for the 
promotion of education. “ Southern 
colleges have not received 2 per cent. 
of this half a billion of munificence. It 
has been said that the proportion of 
illiterate voters in the South is as great 
as in 1850, and that 27 per cent. of our 
white population is utterly illiterate.” 
He lays emphasis on the difficulty im- 
posed by the negro population, and de- 
clares: 


The negroes will continue to be a 
source of irritation and friction and 
riot in proportion to the number of 
{lliterate white people among us. 
Whatever of opposition there is to the 
negro in the South is found among un- 
educated people. The educated classes 
owned the negro before the war, and 
they were then, and continue to be, his 
best friends. The negroes understand 
them and they understand the negro. 
Education of the white people is the 
solution of the so-called negro prob- 
lem. 


But Dr. Lee does not despair. Still 
fess does he undertake an appeal to 
outside help in the serious situation he 


depicts. He says: 


Is any one ready to say that the 
Southern people are not able to equip 
their colleges and universities up to 
the level of the favored institutions in 
i East and North and West? It so, 
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it may be answered that any pegple 
with patience, courage, and indomita- 
ble energy enough to triumph in a 
single generation over the ravages of 
the most disastrous war ever waged in 
history, and then when fully on their 
feet have moral force enough soon to 
eliminate by acts of legislation a drink 
bill of nearly a half biflion dollars an- 
nually, have the innate manhood to 
amaze all mankind with what they 
can do. The Southern people can do 
anything they determine with all their 
hearts and hands and heads to do. 
They can take their annual drink bill 
if they wish of nearly half a billion 
of money, about to be cut by the force 
of legislation out of their expense ac- 
count, and put every dollar of it for 
ten years into equipping and endowing 
their institutions of learning. 
Surely the spirit of this Southern 
clergyman, if it pervades even partially 
the people of the South, will prove in- 


domitable. 


NO DANGER. 

Just before the beginning of the 
Reign of Terror in France, with the! 
September massacres of 1792, the Na- 
tional Convention issued this decree: 

The National Convention declares it 

will grant succor and fraternity to all 

nations that shall be desirous of\re- 
covering their liberty, and it char 

the executive power to give orders to 


the Generals of the French armies to 
aid those citizens who have been or 


shall be harshly treated on account of 

liberty. 

The Richmond Times-Dispatch re- 
flects that the foreign wars of France 
which .then began lasted until the} 
crushing defeat of her armies at | 
Waterloo in 1815. There was bloody 
anarchy at home, followed by the ex- 
travagances of the Directoire and the 
tyranny of the Empire. That is why 
The Times-Dispatch feels alarmed 

|about this passage in the Republican 
platform adopted at Chicago: 

Although at peace with all the world, 

and secure in the consciousness that 
the American people do not desire, 
and will not provoke, a war with any 
other country, we do, nevertheless, de- 
clare our unalterable devotion to a 
policy that will keep this Republic 
ready at all times to defend her tra- 
ditional doctrines, and assure her ap- 
propriate part in promoting tranqyll- 
lity among the nations. 

The alarm of The Times-Dispatch is 
uncalled for. Its own admission that 
“the exact meaning of these words is 
not clear,” exactly expresses the situa- 
tion. It is a vague pronouncement of 
the Republican Party’s latest idea of 
“unalterable devotion” to a policy of 
adjusting the affairs of all mankind. 
It really embodies no threat to South 
America, or Europe, or the Orient. It 
indicates high spirits and self-satisfac- 
tion, and no danger is to be appre- 
hended. 

A REMARKABLE PICTURE. 

If you had friends-at the Republican 
Convention in Chicago you will prob- 
ably be able to recognize their like- 
nesses in the wonderful two-page pict- 
ure of the interior of the convention 
hall in THe Sunpay Times. So distinct 
in its details was the large photograph 
taken by Tum Times’s representatives, 
and so clear is the reproduction, that 
more than 600 faces in the great throng 
are clearly recognizable. 

No such picture was ever before 
made of a National Convention. Every 
part of the vast hall is visible, with the 
delegates in their appointed places, the 
spectators in the galleries, and the offi- 
cers on the platform. It is worth pre- 
serving as a useful memento of a his- 
torical event. 

The photograph was taken by flash- 
light, and six men worked twenty-four 
hours on the preparations. Forty-five 
bags of powder, suspended from the 
rafters of the hall on heavy cables, 
were exploded simultaneously by elec- 
tricity at the moment of the exposure 
of the plate. 


It may be assumed that the Detroit 
Metal Polishers, Buffers, and Platers’

Mr. GomMpeRs were 
suffering from any unlawful limitation 
of his union’s beneficial activities he 
would find the law as useful to him as 
to this Detroit union.

MAN had been impaired by acts and ut- 
terances of hers and asking for her trans- 
fer to some other part of the city, were 
recently laid before the Board of Educa- 
tion. It seems hardly fair, therefore, 
that the matter should pass with only a 
brief statement in the newspapers that 
the case has ended with the adoption by 
the board of a resolution exonerating Miss 
RICHMAN and refusing to order a trans- 
fer. 

The truth ts that her victory over her 
opponents was brilliant and in every way 
complete, and if their humiliation is not 
deep it ought to be. The Committee on 
Elementary Schools, to which the peti- 
tions were referred, found that they bore 
only twenty-one signatures, though com- 
ing from districts with a school popula- 
tion of over 20,000. ~ Of the twenty-one 
names six were without addresses and 
eight were those of non-residents in the 
district. At the head of the petition was 
a large type inscription in Yiddish, read- 
ing, ‘‘ The Petition Against Miss RicHMAN 
—Sign It,” from which fdct the committee 
drew the fair inference that at least 
some of the people who signed had lit- 
tle knowledge of what the document con- 
tained. 4 

As for the charges made, the committee

calls them “ general and sweeping,” with 
nothing specific enough to bring them 
within the categories recognized by the 
charter as warranting investigation, 
namely, “ gross misconduct, insubordina- 
tion, neglect of duty, and inefficiency.” 
What the committee did ascertain by its 
inquirles was that “the schools located 
in the districts above referred to are con- 
ducted in an efficient and proper man- 
ner,”’ that “the usefulness of Miss JULIA 
RICHMAN as District Superintendent in 
this district has not been impaired,” and 
that “she has performed, and is perform- 
ing, her duties in a satisfactory manner.” 
In conclusion of its labors on the case the 
committee recommended, and the Board 
of Education promptly and unanimously 
adopted, a resolution to the effect that 
as there was no basis for the allegations 
made against Miss RICHMAN and her work 
was satisfactory the request for her 
transfer was denied. 

So the queer little campaign against an 
able and energetic woman, who has de- 
voted herself for years to the protection 
and elevation of the children of the poor, 
comes to an end, at least for the present. 
Miss RICHMAN has opinions of her own as 
to the best way of carrying on her work, 
and she sometimes, expresses them in 
terms that excite antagonism in those 
holding different opinions as to how the 
ends desired by all can be obtained, but 
she has the full support of the Board of 
Education and of all those who appreci- 
ate unselfishness, efficiency, and per- 
sistence. She has accomplished much, 
and only asks the opportunity to accom- 
plish more. 


Our recent comments

So we are slightly hurt that one of our 
correspondents should have gravely told 
us that the King meant well, and that the 
little note was better as it stood than it 
would have been had all the formalities 
of etiquette and grammar been observed. 
Of course he did and of course it was, and 
we gave no reason for doubt that we 
thought so. Just the same, that ‘“ Miss 
WHITELAW REID” was queer, and the 
change from first person to third was in- 
teresting. 

Another critic says that, while “ attack- 
ing ’’ the King for his ‘‘ Miss WHITELAW 
RyiD,”” we should have found fault with 
President Roosrve.tT for putting ‘ Miss 
JEAN REID” on the card that went with 
his present. “‘ Miss Reip,”’ according to 
this authority, would have been enough, 
while ‘‘ Miss JEAN REID,” for an eldest 
or only daughter, was in violation of all 
laws and rules for such cases made and 
provided.

Proposes to Spend $47,173,000 
to Tap Underground Streams 
in Suffolk County, L. I. 


250,000,000 GALLONS DAILY 


Engineers Say Brooklyn Watershed’s 
Capacity Will Be Reached in 
1913—-Public Hearing To-day. 


The Board of Estimate will hold a public 
hearing to-day on a new water supply 
project entailing the éxpenditure of $47,- 
178,000, which sum is in addition to the 
$161,000,000 water supply project which 
is now being carried out in the Catskills. 
Little is known of the plan save through 
the engineers’ report fo ine board, but 
at the hearing there’ will be received 
a report of the Board of Water Supply, to- 
gether with maps, showing how and where 
the increased supply of water is to be 
obtained. 

Suffolk County, L. I, is to supply the 
water according to the plans. The engin- 
eer of the Board of Estimate reports that 
the plan proposed is based on the develop- 
ment of underground water within the 
limits of that county. The main conduit 
which the Board of Water Supply proposes 
building is to have a length of seventy- 
three miles, extending from the present 
Ridgewood pumping station eastward to a 
point near Hast Quogue, L. I. A supple- 


mental conduit, following the line of the | 


Peconio Valley and,about four miles long, 
is also proposed, 

Wells are to be sunk near the con- 
duit, ranging in depth from 100 to 200 
feet, and located about 500 and 1,000 feet 
apart. 
age district according to the engineer is 
832 square miles, and it is said that a 
supply of 250,000,000 gallons of water daily 
can be developed. The total cost of the 
proposed new works is given as $47,173,000. 

The engineer in his report, which has 
been made part of the Board of Estimate 
calendar, says:

The remaining devel- 
opment can be provided from time to time 
to meet requirements. 

The investigation which has been made 
shows that the capacity of the Brooklyn 
watershed would be reached in 1910 should 
this prove to be a dry year, and in 1913, as- 
suming a normal rainfall. 2

in many portions of the United States. It

Interest of astronomers centres in an 
unusual cluster of planets near the sun. 
It is stated that Mercury, Venus, Mars, 
Neptune, and Jupiter will be visible, 
nestled closely together in the west short- 
ly after sunset. This phenomenon, it is 
Teclaren, will not occur again, possibly, 
in hundreds of years. 

Among the observations to be made will 
be that of the star Arcturus, which has 
been coming directly toward the earth 
for ages at the rate of more than 300 
miles a second,

INMERRY WIDOW WA 


Defeats Manager’s Attempt to 
Curtail Production of the 
Burlesque. 


DISAGREE OVER CONTRACT 


Savage Sought an Injungtion on Plea 
That Weber’s Rights Are Really 
' Limited to New York, 


Henry W. Savage, the only authorized 
producer of “The Merry Widow.” in the 
United States, and Joe Weber, the only 
authorized burlesquer of the operetta, are 
at war over the extent of Mr. Weber's 
contract. Mr. Savage alleges that Weber, 
in playing certain Western territory out- 
Side of Chicago, has violated the contract 
which permits him to offer the burlesque, 
and attempted to enjoin the Weber com- 
pany from performing last Monday in 
Columbus. Interesting developments may 
be expected when Mr. Weber returns to 
Broadway. 

After leaving Weber’s New York Thea- 
tre the Weber company went to the Col- 
onial Theatre, Chicago, following the en- 
gagement there of the regular production 
of “The Merry Widow.’ Owing to the 
death of Peter F. Dalley, the illness of 
both Mr. Ross and Mabel Fenton, and 


other misfortunes Mr. Weber decided to | 


leave the Windy City, and try shis luck 
in the surrounding country.

tation in daily life, said 
that six-tenths of human illness 
caused by unclean foods. 

‘“‘I have come to the conclusion,” she 
said, ‘‘that nine-tenths of human illness 
is caused by the food eaten, and that six 
of the nine-tenths are caused by unclean 
foods. Food is found to be a great carrier 
of disease. Clean food means clean 
hands, and this condition is one of the 
rarest to be found in our households to- 


day. 

“The danger comes back to the house- 
wife, both for her lack of care in her own 
domain and her lack of social conscience, 
which demands cleanliness on every 
hand.”’ 

Subjects allied to civic and municipal 
welfare and the various steps being taken 
to further the pure food movement were 
discussed at special sessions to-day which 
followed the opening business meeting in 
the morning. 

At the pure food meeting Mrs. Walter 
McNab Miller of Columbia presented the 
report of that committee. Addresses on 
allied subjects at this meeting were given 
by Miss Mary Hinman Abel of Balti- 
more on “Clean Food,” and by Dr. 
Charles Harrington of Boston, Secretary 


of the Massachusetts Board of Health, 
on “Local Meat Inspection.” 

Mrs. Mary Hinman Abel, who spoke 
upon the subject of pure food, sald: 
“Begin at home. The occupants of your 
kitchen who listen to your instructions 
}about germs do not believe a word that 
you say. 

‘The average woman needs a course in 
tharketing more than in cooking, and not 
so much to learn the cuts of meats as to 
have her eyes open to conditions of clean- 
liness. 

“Even a few women in any town by 
holding stanchly together can accom- 
plish wonders in the cleaning of markets 
and provisions stores. Constant vigilance 
is your only safeguard.”’ 

Miss Alice Parker, Financial Secretary 
of the Play Ground Association of Amer- 
ica, exhibited a model of a play ground. 

“The one thing that the public should 
understand,” said Miss Parker, “is that 
play is not a luxury, but a ao 

Miss Helen V. Boswell of New York, 
the organizer of the Canal Zone Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, spoke. She was 
sent to that country to arrange some 
sort of social life for the women there 
and succeeded in forming a federation ot 
eight women’s clubs.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Extremes of Dullness. 


Perhaps the best illustration of the utter 
stupidity of the market yesterday is the 
fact that during a period of sixty minutes 
in the afternoon there was not a single 
trade in Union Pacific. Those who pay 
careful attention to the ticker noted a 
trade of 200 shares of Union Pacific at 
148% at approximately six minutes to 1 
o'clock. The next quotation on Union 
Pacific was at approximately four min- 

to 2 o'clock with 100 shares at the 

price of 148%. When the usual ac- 
tivity of Union Pacific is considered this 
condition of affairs is eloquent of the 
extreme apathy and tells much of condi- 
tions in the market to the ordinary ob- 
server. In the interval there was trading 
in minor industrials and a few rail- 
road stocks—total trarisactions of some- 
thing less than 9,000 shares. The of- 
fices were deserted, the floor of the Ex- 
change presented a lonesome appearance, 
and the $2 men were mournful. One 
specialist, who considered himself lucky 
during May through having earned about 
$800 in commissions, remarked yesterday 
that if he corralled half that amount 
this month he would consider himself 
even more fortunate. Undoubtedly the 
only satisfactory factor in the situation 
yesterday was the undertone of strength 
and the fairly firm closing.

Regular Locomotive Dividend. 

Two incidents yesterday that helped to 
fortify waning bullishness were the decla- 
ration of the regular dividend on Ameri- 
can Locomotive and the optimistic inter- 
view given by Mr. Morgan before he 
sailed away to Europe. So many indus- 
trial companies have reduced dividends 
of late that a reduction by the Locomotive 
company would not have been a surprise 
to those not in: close touch with the af- 
fairs of the comparty. Consequently 
there were many pleasantly or unpleas- 
antly surprised, according to their market 
position, when the regular dividend was 
announced. The subsequent action of 
the stock made the declaration of the reg- 
ular dividend all the more impressive. 
Of course, there were those who disliked 
the injection of any bullish factor into the 
_situation, and who would insist that there 
was a lack of conservatism in maintain- 
ing the dividend, but these protesting ones 
were ignored. An interview from My. 
Morgan is not always to be expected, and 
that was another surprise made a pleas- 
ant one by its optimistic tenor,

Railroad Man’s Opinion. 


One of the directing influences in one 
of the big railroad systems said yester- 
day that from his knowledge of existing 
conditions along his own lines, from the 
reports of the various officers and from 
statements made by shippers and farmers, 
there was a strong likelihood of improving 
business for the railroads within a com- 
paratively short time. He did not say 
that this improvement would be so marked 
that totals would compare favorably 
with a year ago, but he did say that there 
was enough that was hopeful in the re- 
ports for him to assume an attitude more 
or less optimistic. ‘‘Our system is not 
materially different from any of the other 
big systems,’’ he said, “‘and presumably 
our experience will be the experience of 
most of the important lines. The next 
two or three weeks is not likely to wit- 
mess any important improvement in rail- 
toad traffic, and it may be that improve- 
ment will be lacking for five or six weeks 
te come. But thereafter there is every 
reason to believe that there will be a 
distinct betterment. The important ques- 
tion to me is really whether the better- 
ment which I expect will contain an ele- 
ment of permanence. That cannot be de- 
termined until we see the character of the 
improvement. Just now, however, the out- 
leok is bright.”

Bear Attack, Intended to Disrupt the 


Negotiations, Failed, put Did 
Hamper Them. 


Representatives of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railroad signed contracts with 
New York bankers yesterday which 
furnish the road with funds with which 
to meet all its maturing obligations due 
on July 1. The most important single 
item covered by these contracts is a loan 
of $000,000 from the Mercantile Trust 
Company, which matures to-day. This 
will be paid in full. The names of the 
bankers or the terms of the loans were 
not disclosed. 

An official of the road made this state- 
ment on the subject yesterday: 

“We have completed to-day arrange- 
ments for all the payments which we 


have to make at any time in the near fut- 
ure. The contracts remove all uncertain- 
ty regarding the financial position of the 
road. It would appear that certain bear 
interests had information regarding the 
financing we had to do and seized the op- 
portunity to depress the securities which 
Wwe were preparing to sell, or upon which 
we might desire to borrow. Their efforts 
were not successful, however, and the 
Frisco is in a position to meet all its 
ayments. The bear attack, neverthe- 
aly made it more difficult to make the 
arrangements which we had to make.’ 

This statement is interesting in view of 
the reports circulated in Wall Street at 
the close of last week regarding pending 
financial difficulties of the Frisco. The | 
belief was more or less general at that 
time that certain bear interests were act- 
ively attacking the market position of the 
Wrisco and Rock Island securities. The 
extent of this movement was indicated by 
the declines which occurred in all the 
Rock Island and Frisco stocks and in a 
number of the bond issues of these sys- 
tems. 

The ,.000 loan from the Mercantile 
Trust Company, which will be paid off by 
the Frisco to-day, represents the balance 
of a note issue amounting originally to 
$1,750,000, which has been reduced by two 

yments to $900,000. In addition to this 
ceo the Frisco also had to provide for a 
number of interest and equipment issues | 
installment payments on July 1.

SAYS PETERS KNEW OF BRIBE 


Vote for Cowing,” He Told Him, 
“There Is $500 Each in It"— 
Case to Jury To-day 


Henry Clay Peters, the ex-M. O. L. Al- 
derman, who is on trial before Justice 
Goff, in the Criminal Branch of the Su- 
preme Court, for perjury in.a legal hear- 
ing following the election for Recordor 


in 1907, and William Clifford, another M. 
O. L. Alderman in the same board, who 
leaded guilty on Wednesday to accept- 

ng a bribe in connection with the same 
election, were both witnesses in yester- 
day’s session of Peters’s trial. Peters 
testified in his own defense and denied al) 
knowledge of bribery in connection witn 
the election. Clifford, as was expected, 
was a State’s witness, and testified that 
he had told Peters just before the elec- 
tion of a Recorder by the Aldermen to 
“vote for Cowing; that there was about 
$500 in it for each of us,’ meaning the 
eleven M. O. L. Aldermen. : 
The bribery charge against Clifford is 

that he agreed to swing the votes of 
the other ten Municipal League Alder- 
men from John Paimieri to Judge Cow- 
ing in return for $6,000 offered him by a 
reporter. Peters yesterday testified that 
he had had no knowledge of the bribe 
offered to Clifford and had had no idea 
that the M. O. . Aldermen were to 
vote for Cowing until Clifford, the first 
to vote, swung over, ond that then, be- 
Meving that it was best that all the 
eleven should vote the same way, he 
had directed two or three others to fol- 
by saying 


low Clifford. 

Peters began his taateser 
that at first the M. O. L. Aldermen had 
voted on all measures with the Republi- 
cans, but that at the time of the election 
for Recorder they were disintegrated, as 
fusion with Tammany was in contempla- 
tion. In ordef to persuade them to stand 
together, he said, he called several meet- 
ings, and arranged that their votes should 
go to Palmieri. 

He said he saw Clifford an hour before 

the election. He wanted to instruct him 
for Palmieri. Clifford seemed doubtful, 
he said, and suggested Cowing, saying he 
Wanted to try out the Republicans. Pe- 
ters said he went back to the Aldermanic 
Chamber after luncheon, just as the roll 
Was being called.

BINGHAM AFTER DRIVERS. 


Gives Strict Orders for Arrests for 
Cruelty to Animals. 


In response to numerous complaints re- 
ceived from citizens at Police Headquar- 
ters in regard to inhumane treatment of 
horses by their drivers, Commissioner 
Bingham has issued an order to the force, 
which he thinks will mitigate the evil, 
The order says: 

Pay particular attention to cases of 
cruelty to animals, especially to horses that 
are being driven with sores on the collars 
or sad@les, 

When in the opinion of the police offt- 
cer horses or other animals are driven with 
sores, they will immediately stop such ve- 
hicles and have the collar, saddle, and all 
of the harness, if necessary, removed and 
make a thorough examination of the ani- 
mal and its fitness to work, and promptly 
arrest any person driving an animal with 
sores, exhausted from work, overloaded, or 
unfit for work. 

Hereafter when an arrest {s made for 
cruelty to animals, in addition to notifying 
the 8, P. C. A., notify the office of the 
Chief Inspeetor by ‘phone and before the 
arraignment before a Magistrate of the per- 
son arrested, in order that an examination 
of the animal can be made by an officer 
from said office and the prosecution of the 
case promptly conducted. 

The order states that !n all ‘cases of 
drivers arrested for cruelty to animals, 
policemen must apply for a summons for 
the owner of the animal] under Section 655 
of the Penal Code. ’

When 
seen afterward Mr. Richards laughed at 
the) allegations of Mr. Shearn, and said 
it was the last “ kick ’’ of a dead cause. 

In explanation of his statement to the 
court Mr. Shearn had this to say: 

“The result up to date has fully jus- 
tified the institution of this action. We 
charged that the votes had been miscount- 
ed in practically every election district. 
| The evidence has shown that out of 1,118 
| districts in Manhattan and the Bronx only 
| 200 were correctly counted. The same 
proportion maintains in the other bor- 
oughs. 

“We charged that there had been a 
fraudulent declaration of the result in 
numerous districts. The evidence has dis- 
closed scores of such cases. To-day, for 
instance, in one district, 22 perfectly valid 
Hearst were found that had not

the Eighth Assembly Djstrict, the vote 
was found transposed, Mr. Hearst losing 
15 votes by the transposition. In the 
Nineteenth Election District of the Fourth 
Assembly -District, the result had been 
misstated by 23, through failing to credit 
Hearst with 13, and arbitrarily adding 10 
to McClellan's score. We have had al- 
most daily similar instances. - 

“We charged that there had been dis- 
crimination by the Inspectors against Mr. 
Hearst in the canvassing of the votes. 
The evidence shows that that discrimina- 
tion, with Richmond County still to be 
heard from, amounts to nearly 900 votes, 
without taking into consideration the loss 
of several hundred votes to Mr. Hearst on 
the recanvass through the rejection ot 
ballots cast for Hearst but containing a 
cross before the mark, ‘No Nominations. 

“We charged that in many districts bal- 
lots were credited to Mr. McClellan that 
had never been cast. We shall enter upon 
that phase of the case on Monday, having 
foun & large number of districts in which 
the number of ballots found upon the re- 
count exceeded by from 10 to a district 
the number of voters in the several dis- 
tricts. In such case where the fraud !s 
lain it has been the custom of the Court 
o reject the entire poll for the district. 

‘If that course is followed in this case, 
the number of districts in which the ballot 
boxes were ‘stuffed’ on election night 
will be sufficient to overturn the result. 
Of course, it is generally understood that 
in this action we are not able to identify 
or throw out the votes of repeaters. 

Mr. Shearn, in his statement, forgot 
to mention that the alleged ‘ fraudulent 
declaration of the result in numerous dis- 
tricts’’ applied in the recount equally 
to both sides. There have been many 
errors found in the figures of the Election | 
Inspectors, but they have gone against 
Mayor McClellan nearly as often as they 
have against Mr. Hearst. 

Taking the official figures on election 
night, with the results of the present 
recount, many old-time election experts 
who have been following the proceedings | 
have expressed the opinion that, consid- | 
ering the stress under which the tellers} 
worked on election night and the liberal | 
interpretation by Justice Lambert of what | 
constitutes a legal ballot, the original | 
count: was practically accurate and indl- | 
cated beyond a doubt the intention of the 
voters. 


DRIVES TAXICAB INTO SALOON. 


Chauffeur Has Wild Ride in Stolen Ma- 
chine—Knocks Customer Down. 


Raymond Levine, driver of a taxicab, 
left his car in front of 2,015 Lexington 
Avenue yesterday afternoon while he went 
inside the house to collect a fare. Will- 
liam Harriman of 212 West 118th Street, 
who is also a chauffeur, happened along, ; 
mounted to the driver’s seat, and started | 
off. 

He drove up Lexington Avenue for a 
couple of blocks at full speed. Then he | 
gircled around and came back, blowing 
his horn loudly, and driving the car at 
the top of its oo. Back and forth he 
ran the car, w 
the steps of houses and down side streets, 
until he finally ran the vehicle upon the 
sidewalk at 124th Street. - 

Harriman shot down this narrow path 
to the corner of 123d Street, where he hit 
a lamp post, carromed across the street, 
and ran head-on into the side door of 
William McGrath's saloon, on the south- 
west corner. The hood of the car en- 
tered the door, and struck Maurice Boker 
of 176 East 123d Streete Boker went down 
with a scream of fright, and a dozen 
loungers in McGrath’s back room fled 
panic-stricken out the front door of the 
place. The wheels of the automobile

caught in the door, however, and stopped | 


its further progress. Harriman jumped 
from the seat, and fied down 123d Street, 
a crowd after him. 

Policeman Muller caught him at 125th 
Street, and took him to the East 126th 
Street Station, where he was uncertain 
what charge to make until Levine hap- 
pened in a few minutes later, after having 
found his car stuck in the saloon door. 
He charged Harriman with attempted 
grand larceny, and before he could be led 
to a cell Boker hobbled in, his injuries 
having been dressed by Dr. Bennett of 
the Harlem Hospital, and charged Harri- 
man with assault. The Lieutenant had 
closed the entry on his blotter, when Mc- 
Grath entered the station, and wrathfully 
charged Harriman .with malicious mis- 
chief. “He will answer all three charges 
in the Harlem Court this morning. 


More Inquiry for Mechanics Now That 
Taft Is Nominated. 


An increasing demand for building me- 
chanics was reported yesterday at the 


office of the General Arbitration Board of 
the Building Trades Employers and the 
unions. It was stated that speculative 
builders who had suspended operations 
since Decernber have begun to start work 
again in the belief that business will 
improve, and they are employing a good 
many men. 

An officer of the Bricklayers’ Union 
said that there was a general belief 
among mechanics that when the nomina- 
tions are made by the Democratic Partly 
a revival in business will follow. 

“As soon as the nomination of Mr. 
Taft was made,”’ he said, ‘‘ there was a 
change for the better, and both the em- 
ployers and a great many of the men 
began to take heart. There was a feeling 
of relief that Mr, Roosevelt was not nom- 
inated again, no matter who the Demo- 
cratic Farty may nominate.

DANGER OF TOO MUCH RELIEF. 


Dr. Devine Thinks Indiscriminate Char- 
ity on East Side Does Harm, 


In Charities and the Commons, which 


will be published to-day, Dr. Edward T. 
Devine, Secretary of the Charity Organ- 
ization Society, will define for the first 
time the attitude of organized charity 
toward the Children’s Relief Society and 
the feeding of starving school children 
at public expense. y 

Dr. Devine says that out of an investi- 
gation by the Board of Education grew 
a general conviction “ that although there 
are indeed undernourished’ children and 
badly nourished children, the explana- 
tion does not ordinarily Ne in the pov- 
erty of their parents, but rather in their 
ignorance or their neglect, and that in 
those exceptional instances in which there 
is neither neglect nor ignorance, tut 
simply lack of means, as sometimes in 
the case of a widow or of a family in 
which there is long-continued illness, it 
is essential that the community should do 
something more than give meals to the 
children of school age; that what is nec- 
essary in such cases is that a sufficient 
income should be provided to meet the 
legitimate needs of the family.” 

Dr. Devine thinks that there is danger 
in providing too much relief. He favors 
only that charity which, in skilled and 
experienced hands, makes individuals and 
families self-supporting, strengthening 
the individual's character, preserving his 
self-respect, and preventipg pauperism.

Begin Next Monday.
